Detectives Ignore 


Burning Cross : 
Union, N. J. 
Editor, Daily Worker: 


Your readers have probably 
read about the fiery cross yahich 
blazed. outside the Jefferson 
School here Feb: 19 while inside 
80 people gathered to protest 
the death sentence in the case 
of the Trenton Six.

aid to Europe under the 
Marshall Plan will kee 
from sliding: too far,-. he 
opined. 

This profound. opinion 
came despite the gloomy pic- 
ture he himself paintéd. He noted that ‘in New 
York State some 60, 000° unemployed have eéx- 
hausted their jobless benefits, and each week 
some 5,000 more who are doing so. 


“This means these workers have been out of 


jobs for half a year. There is nothing temporary — 


about that,” he said. _ 
Thank God for the cold war! That's about 


. the size of Rieve’s economic thinking. He left 


it to his listeners to conclude that things would 
be still- better if we were in a war and the mills 
could go full blast on textiles for uniforms, 
shrouds, tents and such things.

RIEVE is a sad exhibit of the. complete bank- 
ruptcy of the CIO's officialdom. They are help- 
less and dont know what to do as they see 


increasing signs of a depression. They either have - 


no capacity to think on their own, or don't. want 
to. So they grab at every straw the business 
economists and commentators throw them—like 
hope im the Marshall+ plan and military orders. 


While they sing these confidence songs more’ 


tens of thousands are laid off,.and those who 
remain on the jobs are speeded up on pain of 
being the next to go. | 

Rieve made a feeble request for a raise of 
10 cents. That was the least he could do for the 
$16,500 a year he gets. The bosses and arbi- 
trators said no. He told them they were rude 
and inconsiderate, and-that ended ‘the great wage 
“fight” of the TWUA. 

Facing his own people who expect him to say 


something on the troubles that hit them, Rieve

j bees CAPACITY to become very angry, like the capacity to love, to laugh, to feel 
great sorrow, is one of the highest attributes of mankind. Despite. official preach- 
ments on the virtués of meekness, there is nothing un-Christian in anger. I recall 


rather vividly the story of Jesus 
as something very close to rage 


tossing the money-changers out \/ 


of the temple. The anger Marx 
felt for the gouging factory own- 
ers boiled forth on many pages 
of Capital and one finds the 
same unrestrained wrath against 
chiselers and cheats in the nev- 
els of Charles Dickens and the 
biting pieces of Mark Twain. 


The point, of course, is that 
anger can be healthy, satisfying 
and even ennobling provided it 
has a worthy target. If it is di- 
rected against the crimes of ex- 
ploitation, poverty and injustice, 
and against those responsible for 
them, it needs neither justifica- 
tion nor apology.

WITH JHIS BRIEF intro- 
duction, let us consider the in- 
cident of President Truman and 
the S.O.B.'s.

Everything will be all right, said Nourse,. unless the people get 
jittery. Our system is very sound and firmly based. but it can not 
survive any individual nervousness. Stay calm, everybody! The 
whole thing is psychological! 

Now there are, it is true, at least three million unemployed 
today. (“Unemployed” -or “jobless” are vulgar terms unknown to 
economists but in current use among the general run of people. In 


England the economists refer to the “unemployed” or “jobless” as 
“redundant workers.”) |

THE PLAY DEALS with a 
man who works for his living—a 
salesman who must sell himself 
as well as his uct in order 
to live, raise his family. and 
achieve a minimum of security in 
a’ dog-eat-dog society. In the 
course of the action, we see this 
man's philosophy shot re 
with holes, from bullets spat 
capitalism’s big guns. That the 
author, as well as a large section 
of the audience, see this man’ as: 
a victim of society is unquestion- 
able. Yet, what are the big guns 
of capitalism, as demonstrated in 
life, during the very years covered 
by this salesman’s life-span—if not 
“boom-and-bust” and war? 
at these never 
enter the salesmans life as por- 
trayed in the play? Instead, so- 
ciety is shown and felt most 


istrongly in the play only by its 


absence. By far the most moving 
scene is that in which the sales- 
man’s wife recognizes that her 
husband's pitiful struggle for se- 
curity and dignity is being -paid 
off with certain death: “Attention 
must be paid! . . . I don't say hes 
a-great man. Willy Loman never 
made a lot of money; his name 
was never in the paper; he's not 
the ‘finest character who ever 
lived. But he’s a human being, 
and a terrible thing is happening 
to him. So attention must be 
paid. .. a 


IT IS AT THIS POINT that the 
greatest degree of social meanin 
and social reality is achieved. An 
curiously (but most important), it 
is also at this point that the great- 
est degree of lized emotion 
rips out at the audience. Here 
we have a triumphant integration 
of “social reality” and “person- 


‘alized reality”—a refutation of the 


oft-contended notion that the two 
are separate, that a writer is either 
“real” psychologically and person- 
ally, or “real” in a Buse 8, social 
sense. 

In: the first act, Miller clearly 
and passionately presents a social 
picture, of a man who has strug- 
gled all of his materialist life, 
thoroughly indoctrinated with the 
American (capitalist) .dream, 
which says that with a little hard 
work, perseverance and personal- 
ity, there's always room for a good 
man at the top..

But then, the playwright in an 
effort to search deeply into the 
motivation: of his characters, loses 
sight of the ‘social- problem he has 
exposed, and falls into the rut of 
analyzing the psyche of his char- 
acters, not their social existence. 
This« reaches its most disappoint- 
ing level in a scene rting to 


explain the older son's break with 


his father’s way of life—a scene 
climactic i —but, “more 
important, a scene which relies 
purely on a “psychological” father- 
son motivation without reference 
to the society in which it occurs. 

Large numbers of the audience 
who will undoubtedly see this play 
will surely be able to identify 
themselves or their family or their 
friends with much of the very real 
life-stuff from which it is drawn. 
Yet, in the above scene, as well as 
in the scenes involving Uncle Ben 
—an amorphous symbol at best— 
and in the ending of the play, it 
is all too for the reactionary 
or thé a-social spectator to divorce 
himself from its social meaning. 
It is all too to draw a con- 
clusion somewhat as follows: 
“Sure, this man failed, because of 
his own hological make-up. 
He just didn't have what it takes.” 
Or—“It was all because ghis son 
caught him with that other woman 
—that’s where the tragedy lies.” 


YET, IN REAL LIFE, the 
tragedy of such a salesmans life 
(stemming from his idealist philos- 
ophy. in a materialist society) 
would be inevitable!—and. not ac- 
cidental (depending on the son’s 
chance. discovery).

a bristling production of the tough-minded Peters and Sklar play 
Stevedore, produced for invited audiences by the Equity Library 
Theatre. 

First produced during the Thirties~ by the Theatre Union this 
play of union struggle and Negro-white unity on the docks of New 
Orleans proved last week that what was a good play in the Thirties 
is still fine and significant stuff for the theatre today.

A bold play, outspoken in its adherence ot the American 
working class and affirmative in treatment and its positive conclu- 
sions, Stevedore took a firm grip on the audience and then pro- 
ceeded to give them a profound shaking.
